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”AN ANSWER TO SPACE TRAVEL?” i »» f »»»»»»» » 


In 1942 Dx.Jessup, an up and comTng young scientist, was understood to have 
submitted to the NAVAL RESEARCH OFFICE, a scientific thesis based on one of 
Einstein’s theories which would enable them to make ships invisible by using 
a combination of metals to create a powerful source of electricity strong enough 
to displace any object. This thesis became known as the Philadelphia experiment 
In November 1943, an American convoy ship suddenly vanished from its moorings 
in Philade^hia; it then reappeared before the eyes of official witnesses, in 
the harbour of Norfolk, Virginia, nearly 1,000 miles away. V\/hen the sequence 
came to an end, most of the crew members had vanished, either by being consumed 
in a great fire or by passing into ‘another state of existence. The experiment 
was never repeated. In some UFO reports, witnesses are said to have seen UFO’s 
appear and disappear. This no longer seems ludicrous when one studies the 
Philadelphia Experiment. The sceptic’s claim that distances and time taken 
in space travel are too vast for any craft to cover. But what if a technology, 
far ahead of ours, has conquered the problems of time and spece, hence instant 
teleportation. IMPOSSIBLE? Then I leave you with an odd geometrical shape 
called the Moebius Strip. 


THE MOEBIUS STRIP: 


The Moebius Strip is a well-known geometrical curiosity. It consists of a 
narrow length of paper - AB - CO - the end of which are joined, after a half 
twist in the paper, so that AB is NOT joined to CO but to (JC. This gives a 
ring of paper, with one surface and one edge - neglecting, of course, the 
thickness of the paper. If the paper strip is now cut lengthways, halfway 
through its width, a single twisted strip is obtained, twice as long as the 
original piece, and with four half-turns in it. If it is cut anywhere except 
half-way through, two twisted ahd ifiterlaced* sttips result, of different lengths 
and widths. The strip and its properties have raised some curious hypothesis 
touching upon the mystery of parallel worlds. For instance, onee may speculate 
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upgn jbhc situation of a .humanity living in a two-dimensional v^orld like the 
Moebius Strip. If the strip were cut lengthwise, one part of that humanity 
would pass into another world, which would thereafter have only a -f^ingle very 
slender point of contact with the other part,^although would still.be linked 
with it. According to whether the paper is cut at one^third,^ one quarter or 
halfway along its width, other^and unfamiliar two-dimensioaal .worlds will 
result from the first world. This hypothesis, built up as an analogy, may, it 
is thought, help to explain the P hiladdphia Experiment. ^

Dear Dvivid, 

Please allow me to make some remarks on 5KYWATCH 24. On P 9 D.J.Parry 
states that ”UFDs are perhaps causing the earthquakes in some way”. But is is 
not the other way round? The light phenomena associated with some earthquakes 
may very well be electrical discharges of some kind associated (ur produced by) 
with dc'.rth tremors. We should prevent from seeing UFJs everywhere. Also on 
P 14 you ask me to keep you informed on the chatelineau pictures allegedly 
taken on 1st February. As you may have seen in UFO INFO No.2 (P 3-6) invest¬ 
igations led to the conclusion they were”fakes”: a paper UFD stuck on glass 
and then photographed against a landscape background (see drawing on P5). Fake 

UFD pictures seem to be in the marketl On July 20th a man claimed to have 
taken a UFO photo at 5t-Mar ia-Lr-, tern. But it soon became obvious we were dealing 
with a small model, suspended in the air and then photographed. The idea of a 
UFD Conference by D.G.Frost (P 15) is very good. But it will never work, 
unfortunately. We, in Belgium, have already twice tried to set up a ^Federatio^ 
very much like the kind proposed by M.Frost. And immediately problems begin: 
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If you want to unite researchers, then you will invariably also get a certain 
number of crackpots. How they would possibly agree with other researchers 
who are, let us say, scientifically trained or orientated, I cannot see. 
Experience has learned thisl Mou can, of course, cut some persons or groups 
out; but then the conference has lost its aim of bringing together ALL 
interested parties. On July 2Bth there was a debate on UFOs at the astrophysics 
institute of the Brussels University. Jacques Banabot (GE5AG) ^nd myself were 
opposed to M. Gantois of the Belgian astronomical society. This society has 
up until now always adopted a very negative attitude towards ”UFOs and other 
sorts of pseudo-sciences^’ (sicl) The main point developed by M.Gantois was 
that all UFO sightings can be explained if you search herd ‘enough for an 
explanation. His favourite author was of course Philip Klass. He further 
stated that UFOlogy is brased on a few ’’classic^’ sightings: once you can 
identify one of those, the whole of UFOlogy falls to pieces. In the course 
of the debate we were able to show M. G^.ntois that his statements were not 
correct. It became also obvious that he could oot say very much on the 
subject we brought something up that Klass had not written about in his books. 

And he really had to pass v;hen all those cases were discussed where physical 
traces had been found (see for example the work of Tud Philips)• At the end 
we found ourselves agreeing on the fact that a small percentage of UFO reports 
had not as yet satisfactorily been explained. But M. Gantois did not find it 
the trouble of investigating further. Of course, we disagreEBd with this 
conclusion. a result of this debate we v-jere able to express our opinion 

on UFOs in a national broadcast on Flemish radio (BRT l) .

It used to be that you could not pick up a UFO nugnzine, or even a national 
newspaper, without reading of the latest visitation by a man from Mars or Vunus. 
Nowadavs tha little green men appear to have crawled back into their ice-lined 
cr atara or shrivelled up in the inferno-like heat of their colleged homes. 

Where have they all gone, those nice, pleasant, spacemen of your? 

It is certainly an important question to ask. Let us look at some of the more 
recent contacts cases and see what we have been invaded by.

They 
had ashen—grey faces and cat-like eyes (no doubt that that one was pinched 
from the Betty and Barney Hill saga;. These entities said to poor old Mr.L., 
when he tried to find out one or two things about them - such as their home 
address - that he was an insignificant being like a worm and 1000 years were 
like a day to them. (Oh dear, we are back with Biblical quotations!) (2) 

Over in Belfast a lady has regular visits from some •friendly spacemen (with a 
vicious streak)• They pop in to see her as often as the milkman. Only trouble 
is, nobody else can see them. They wear bright clothes (no space suits) and Ir.ve 
on the dark side of the moon, plus invisible or hidden plannets. They take he/: 
for joyrides all over Ireland and ^protect’ her by performing nasty effects^on 
those who wrong her. (I hope she does not read this and think I am making Tun 
of her - or I might get zapped by a death ray). (2) 

Next we have the classic encounter of Joyce Bowles cand Tod Pratt near Winch Foster. 
( 3 ). They believe that Jimmy Hill has given up commenting on football matches 
and taken to riding cigar-shaped UFOs. Their drcjwing of the six-f oot, bear ded 
entity in a baco-foil suit looks remarkably like him. There have now been 
three claimed encrjunters by Mrs.Bowles and Mr’.Pratt (they’re just good friends - 
honestlyl) Both of the first two saw them together in Mrs.Bowles’ car, and 
the second involved a teleportaion where the entities showed them all kinds of 
equipment and Mrs.Bowles had a terrifying time (crcacking jokes with them - 
quite remarkable considering on the first meE:!ting she was holding tight to Ted 
Pratt in fear - well, she says it was fearl) The final contact did not 
involve Mr.Pratt. 

All of these encounters occured in Britain and were reported-last year. They 
are perhaps a measure of how far we have come since GtiOrpt: Adamski met his long- 
- haired Venusian. Yet we have our own Venusian in 1977. This is a way out case, 
being followed through by mystle and Peter Warrington involving cO fellow who 
claims to be an alien himself. You can laugh. Wf 3 did.at first ^4). 

What do we have? A multiplicity of origins, behavious and types of entity. 

This is quite significant. The mundain origins of the fifties have nov; been 
dropped. Probably this is because we are now more aware of the unlikelihood 
of life in our solar system and so more exotic origins are required. 

I believe that this factor signifies that we are NOT dealing with visitors from 
space. The multiplicity of origins is - but one factor, out of many others (to 
be expanded upon in the book (4))- It shoes, I fell, that such contact cases 
have very personal orientations - very personal ones indeed. You might say 
that whatever you want to see you will see (to a point, at least). The contact 
experience occurs in a frame of reference which is acceptable to the mind of 
the individual who perceives it. Whatever that meant it is important - and 
p oints to the probability that even the most improbably early contact claims 
may well have been true - in ‘the’ sense that *any of th’e current contact claims 
are true. In other words - it really happened - but it didn’t happen really.

He says; ”I’d like to say that I became interested in UFOs when I saw a ci^ar- 
shaped object moving slowly and silently directly over the roof top of a small 
minimarket shor in Llanerch, Wales. At the time of the unforgettable incident, 
it was going dark and my friend, Stephen Paynter, then 14 years old, also 
witnessed the object.

UrTjlogy in Britain has always been well catered for in the case of UFO ' 

pull J i nations; by this I mean Local Group Journals. They come in various 
shapps and sizes ranging from a one-page newsletter to cover-bound journals. 

Sci.ie of the excellent publications available at the moment include ’’Irish UFO 
News’-, edited by John Hine; ’’EUFOSG Journal” edited by Dan Goring. Both 
of these magazines are appealing to the eye -of the General Public. But do 
the public obtain them without being a member? The answer is NO, because they 
gre directed at- the UFO-interested person, e.g. Members, UFO Groups, Rcsf.nrci'iers 
This is no fault of the Editors at all, and I ^m quite sure that both i;he 
’’Irish UFO News” and ’’EUF05K Journal^’ will continue to expand within the 
ccn*"ines of the subject. But when you actually look at UFO me^gazinoo tr'evi 
are G'/ailable to the public via shops in Britain, I’m afraid the choice is 
existent. We have, of course, Flying 5$7Ucer Review, which is avcailabls via 
subscription and MUFOB magazine which besides subscribing is available also 
fiCiiTi two book shops in London. In Britain you can buy bagazines in shops 
dealing with Aircraft, Knitting, Shooting, Cooking, Pigeons, Skateboarding, 

Hi Fi, etc., but no national UFO Magazine. Perhaps in the past one has been 
atcempted, but I hvive never heard of one. What is needed is a publication 
t'nat can educate the General Public on the subject of UFO’s. In America 
there are many available on newstands, e.g. Official UFO, UFOlogy, Flying 
Saucers, etc., and they appear to be VF^ry successful indeed. But if a magazine 
was produced, would the people buy it? I think yes. Some years ago there 
used to be a magazine published in the North Wf 2 st entitled ’’Phenomena”. It 
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was sold in shops throuqhout Manchester and was very successful^ It covered 
all subjects, e.g. UFOs, Ghosts, ESP, etc., and included some good contributors, 
Ken Roach, Christopher Lee, Patrick Moore. The reason it is no long printed 
is because the editor wished to devote rnore^ time to ot^^er subjects. MAPIT 
had two articles published Inst year in the Stockport Express with the help 
of a young journalist. Bob Wcsterdale. They brough t in over 300 letters from 
the general public stating their sightings/theories, etc., This year, with 
the tremendous UFO activity of this country and the coverage in the Media, 
public interest in UFOs has never been higher. All UFU groups are recording 
increases in membership. So it would seem the time is right to introduce a 
national UFO Magazine. But hnw do you go about starting one? Perhaps the 
answer lies in Regional Networks, to introduce a local magazine in, say, the 
North West. The biggest stumbling block to this venture would be Money. 

Well produced magazines on glossy paper or similar would be idea. The idea 
of a regional magazine would be more practical at first. Public relations/ 
Advertising could be concentrated to more effect in an area familar to the 
organisers. How would you gain adequate funds for the magazine? Well, I*m 
open to ideas, but perhaps a local printer could assist, or a sponsor (IPC 
Magazines). I believe with the correct format rand content, this UFu Magcazine 
would be successful. Some UFO researchers say, '*We have not gc^t the time to 
educate the public^’. What they seem to forget is that they were once the 
public and just because they were not eduCvSted as I suggest, does not mean 
that others should be ignored. Wt? always need new faces in UFOlogy and a 
magazine would encourage more involvement from people to the subject. So 
come on, you UFO Magazine Editors, let me know what you think of this idea.
